She had 
turned her ninety-first milestone and 
though ill for a long time, was cour­ 
ageous and hopeful to the very last. 
Miss Barton organized the American 
Red Cross society, based on the scenes 
of pain and sorrow she beheld on the 
battlefields during the civil war, when, 


as a nurse, she left her little country 
school and plunged Into the fray to 
alleviate the sufferings of the dying 
and save those wounded who needed 
but a touch of care.

reputation as a war time nurse, phi! 
anthropist 
and 
charity 
worker 
has 
placed her name among those of the 
greatest women of modern times, was 
born in Oxford, Mass., in 1821.

was that of a school teacher.

reached a high place in the ranks of 
the Red Cross. 
After the war. Miss Barton organ­ 
ized a bureau for locating m issing sol­ 
diers. 
She started this research de­ 
partment with money out of her own 
pocket to aid grief-stricken mothers: 
whose boys were missing after the 
great struggle. 
Out of the 80,000 in­ 
quiries made, Miss Barton was able 
to trace» over 20,000 to a satisfactory 
conclusion and thus give the parents : 
details of their children’s death and 
the location of their 
burial places | 
Congress, in recognition of Miss Bar 
ton’s work, voted her $15,000. 
Miss 
Barton’s 
labors along these 
lines proved too great a tax on a con 
stltut.ion tried by the rigors of field 
service in the civil war and she was 
obliged to go abroad. 
W h ile she was 
in 
Europe the FYanro Prussian 
war 
broke out in 1870 and she organized 
the relief corps. 
The brilliancy and 
bravery with which she ministered to 
the distressed won her a European! 
reputation that rivaled the love and 
veneration she inspired in the United 
States. 
She was decorated with sev 
eral honorary orders in recognition of 
h e r exploits. 
She was first elected president of 
the Am erican Red Cross in 1881, later 
organizing an American amendment of 
the Red Cross to supply relief in all 
disasters, attending several peace con­ 
ferences as representative from the 
United States and taking active inter­ 
est in relief work in every great d;

places. 
They, how ever, a re not as yet 
of sufficient value to d e s e rve m uch 
a tte ntion. 
T he s tra w b e rry is one of 
the first fruits on the m a rk e t in the 
spring, and hence Is a lw a y s welcom e. 
T he b est tim e to set a stra w b e rry - 
bad is the early spring, a s soon as 
the land is in good condition and the 
plants can 
be 
obtained. 
T he r e is 
m ore m oisture as a rule a t t ha t tim e ; 
and this, combined w ith 
th© 
c« x)l 
w e a the r « if spring, gives b e tte r grow 
ing conditions tha n A ugust planting. 
P la nts may also be s e t in the fall, 
if e x tr a attention and c a re ar© given 
them .

does not pay 
to set the
